Courtney insists the IASP 
is not to be confused with 
Southern splinter groups, but 
he admits that some of the 
chief aims of it, such as leav- 
ing segregation up to the 
states, fit in nicely with most 
Southerners’ views. 

Courney predicted the 
IASP will become the “‘strong 
second party’’ because there 
is, he says, no difference be- 
tween the Republicans and 
Democrats now and some 
day the IASP will be a haven 
for conservatives from both 
parties.

The right hand of the U.S, 
government apparently doesn’t 
know what the left is doing. On 
the same day come announce- 
ments that (1) The State De- 
partment will seek $5 billion 
for foreign aid this year, in- 
cluding $400 million for new 
weapons for our European allies 
and (2) the Budget Bureau has 
proposed that the U.S, Army 
be stripped of its general war 
capabilities, leaving it only en- 
ough force to become a kind of 
enlarged Marine Corps for 
brushfire wars.

Goldman retired from his government post 10 years 
ago after inheriting a goodly hunk of the estate of his 
father, Julius; the estate was valued at $5.5 million. In 
addition, Goldman receives a government pension of 
$4,840 a year, and thereby hangs a tale of bureaucratic 
stupidity that is wholly lacking in protest from the tax- 
payers. 

Goldman’s testimony to the Senate committee also 
showed that he put up bail, in amounts as large as 
$20,000, for communist party leaders arrested for con- 
spiracy to advocate the overthrow of the government by 
force and violence. 

As could be expected, Goldman, who is now 78, 
refused to answer questions regarding these activities. 
He asserted his privilege against testifying under the 
Fifth Amendment on the grounds of possible self-incri- 
mination. 

Goldman's second wife, Russian-born Elizabeth, 57, 
also ctammed up, but it is known that she once taught 
American children in a Moscow school. It is believed, 
moreover, that the Goldman home, not far from the 
White House, has been used as headquarters and mailing 
address for communist party leaders.

These are the facts as the people see 
them: In 1957—Dec. 15, to be exact— 
President Eisenhower, in a letter to Prime 
Minister Nehru of India, emphatically 
stated: “To stop these tests at this time 
* * * is a sacrifice which we could not in 
prudence accept.” NEVERTHELESS, 
LESS THAN EIGHT MONTHS LATER, 
THE PRESIDENT DECLARED AN UNI- 
LATERAL TEST MORATORIUM. The 
American veople have never been given 
a satisfactory explanation why he ap- 
proved this dangerous reversal in our nu- 
clear policy, nor were military leaders 
entirely free to condemn it. 

There is only one basis on which the 
moratorium could have been defended— 
the rather shop-worn slogan “political 
considerations.”” But, even if this was the 
case, it was never explained to the Ameri- 
can people. 

Now the American 4 yrs do know this 
much: If the unilateral test ban was a po-’ 
litical maneuver, that maneuver hasire- 
sulted in a dismal failure. The fruitless 
negotiations at Geneva have told us that. 


The American people also haa beep ad- 
vised all along that it would be easy for 
the Soviets to “bootleg” nuclear tests 
through at least 10 different subterfuges. 
Now, the President himself has come for- 
ward to tell us that this is.a fact, con- 
firmed by scientific data. James B. Fisk, 
chairman of the U. 8S. technical group at. 
Geneva, said that preliminary standards 
for determining the difference between 
earthquakes and underground nuclear ex- 
plosions are outdated.

Southerners will note that the 
Republicans are matching the 
national Democrats in their 
integration efforts, The GOP 
committee statement said ‘“‘We 
look forward to the day when 
segregation is completely elim- 
inated in public places. This 
goal is one of high priority. 
To achieve it a cooperative ef- 
fort by government is needed 
at all levels, The Federal Gov- 
ernment must never allow the 
peaceful and orderly transition 
that must take place to lag.” 

The committee statement 
also urged these things: more 
Federal welfare handouts, a 
variety of Federal aid to educa- 
tion schemes, reduction of tar- 
iffs, nuclear weapons testing 
ban, expanding handouts through 
the UN and creation of a UN 
army to act in emergencies. 

And yet, while proposing 
these things, the GOP group 
called for a balanced budget, 
reduction in the Federal debt, 
less encroachment by the Fed- 
eral Government in_ state 
affairs, The contradictions be- 
tween various parts of the Re- 
publican policy statement un-- 
doubtedly are the result of the

The Politics of “The Impossible” 
II: 1960 Dilemma 


Berwezn the time I write this column 
and the time it is published, I shall 
have participated in the NATIONAL 
REVIEW Forum in New York, opposing 
the thesis that conservatives owe their 
support to Richard Nixon. With my 
mind on the subject, I cannot resist 
the temptation to shy two stones at 
one bird, and also devote this column 
to the problem of Nixon and conserv- 
atism. I am particularly moved to do 
so, since the position of conservatives 
in 1960 is a striking instance of the 
dilemma discussed in my last column, 
“The Politics of ‘The Impossible’” 
(NR, November 7). 

For it is the demand that political 


. action remain within the limits of the 


possibilities of achieving political 
power immediately (for someone, it 
hardly matters for whom, so long as 
he is a little to the right of someone 
tlse), that is the strongest argument 
—indeed in the end the only argument 
—that can be effectively brought to 
bear in defense of the thesis that con- 
servatives should give Richard Nixon 


their active support. But this argu- 


ment neglects the overriding ques- 
tion: what use is it to spend energy 
to achieve political power if the posi- 
tive result is going to be nothing bet- 
ter than a mild decrease in our rate 
of growth towards collectivism at 
home and our surrender to collectiv- 
ism abroad: if, negatively, energies 
that might be devoted to building a 
serious conservative opposition are 
diverted and drained off from that 
task? 

This is the history of the Eisen- 
hower Administration. It is possible, 
of course, that under the aegis of a 
Stevenson we might have moved 
faster in the direction of statist en- 
croachment upon a free economy, of 
federal aggression against the rights 
and privileges of the sovereign states, 
of subservient accommodation to the 
swelling arrogations of Soviet power. 
But I doubt it. Stevenson, it is true, 
would have actively desired such de- 


(Editor’s note: 


velopments and would have wanted 
them to proceed at an even faster 
rate. Eisenhower did not desire them, 
but, being devoid of conservative un- 
derstanding and principle, he simply 
floated with the tide. Stevenson, how- 
ever, would have been opposed in 
Congress by the same alliance of Re- 
publicans and conservative Democrats 
that hobbled Roosevelt after his first 
honeymoon days, and continued to 
hobble: Truman, an alliance which has 
largely disintegrated with the election 
of a President supported by conserva- 
tives. 

Such a Congress would have found 
ways to keep under control the 60 per 
cent rise in federal expenditure on 
domestic programs which _ occurred 
during the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion (in the seven Truman years, the 
rise was about 10 per cent). 

A President in Stevenson’s position 
would never have dared—would in- 
deed have courted impeachment had 
he attempted it—to invite Nikita 
Khrushchev to our shores and to 
propagate the concepts upon which 
the spirit of Camp David rests; to 
cease nuclear testing; or to move, as 
Eisenhower and-the Herter-Bohlen 
State Department are moving, towards 
an “agreement on Berlin” that can 
only mean the betrayal of West Ger- 
many and Europe and the surrender 
of the very idea of intransigent 
American opposition to Communism. 


T we RELEVANCE of all this to Nixon? 
Like Eisenhower, he is undoubtedly 
less obnoxious than the* alternatives. 
In contrast to every member of the 
brood of Democratic hopefuls, he is 
not an open and principled ideologist, 
committed to the continuation of the 
Roosevelt revolution. In contrast to 
Nelson Rockefeller, a patent case of 
a New Dealer in Republican clothes, 
he is not subtly attempting to build 
an image of himself half-conserva- 
tive, half-welfarist, in order to 
grasp power as Mediator of the 


Nation in the mould of an Augustus. 

No, Richard Nixon is no more an 
ideologue than is Dwight Eisenhower. 
Like Eisenhower—though for differ- 
ent reasons—he drifts with the tide. 
In Nixon’s case that career of drifting 
is the result of aiming at the Presi- 
dency and subordinating all principles 
to that aim. Pathfinder for the 
Khrushchev visit, supporter of the 
Camp David policy, proponent of the 
surrender of significant American 
sovereignty to an international or- 
ganization, defender of the cessation 
of nuclear testing, Richard Nixon has 
shown in his concrete acts, as in the 
rhetoric of his speeches, that he agrees 
with Eisenhower that “war is un- 
thinkable”—which, by logical deduc- 
tion, means that if war is thinkable 
to the Communist leadership (which 
it is), surrender is preferable to war. 

And he has made it clear, no less 
unmistakably than Eisenhower, that 
he regards the reversal of the Roose- 
velt revolution as equally unthink- 
able. He stands for the welfare state 
and has proposed no substantial mod- 
ifications of it. He praises the Warren 
Court and its invasion of the rights 
of the states. 

On the record, he is no conserva- 
tive. All the arguments urging con- 
servatives to support him boil down 
to the argument that there is nothing 
else for them to do. 


Bor 1s THERE nothing else to do? 
Should not the primary aim of con- 
servatives be to consolidate and 
strengthen a conservative movement 
directed towards the recovery of the 
United States from control by Liberal 
ideologists? And if, as is clearly the 
case, there are no available Presiden- 
tial candidates in 1960 whose election 
will forward that aim, should not 
conservatives devote‘ their attention 
to the support of conservative can- 
didates for the House and the Sen- 
ate, to the development of con- 
servative organization within and 
without ‘the directly political area, 
and to organizing a conscious, prin- 
cipled boycott of the 1960 Presidential 
campaign? Would not such a direc- 
tion of activity, begun now and con- 
tinued over the next years, be the 
best way of assuring that 1964 may 
promise a possibility of conservative 
victory, whether through recapture of 
the Republican Party or through 
creation of a new alignment of forces?

Less than a year azo, in this 
space, I warned about a move- 
ment to get the 
involved, through the back door, 
in the beginnings of “world gov- 
ernment”—with subsequent loss 
to Americans of control over cer- 
tain of their most cherished [free- 
doms. I regret to say that this 
danger is not past. In fact, it is 
now greater than ever. 

Shortly before President Eisen- 
hower left on his eleven-nation 
tour last month, he demanded 
that Congress wipe out a major 
safeguard—a safeguard which 
protects our rights to manage our 
own affairs. Here is the story: 

There is an outfit in Geneva, 
Switzerland, called the Interna- 
tional Court of Justice. It is pop- 
ularly known as the World Court. 
It is an agency of the United 
Nations, and operates under 
United Nations’ decrees and cov- 
enants. It is supposed to settle 
international disputes among na- 
tions. 

me years ago, when the 
United States joined the United 
Nations, it 
cepted the jurisdiction of this 
World Court. However, the Sen- 
ate, in ratifying the United Na- 
tions and the World Court, was 
very conscious of the fact that if 
proper safeguards were not pro- 
vided, this international body 
might some day take it upon it- 
self to decide on purely domestic 
issues. 

The Senate therefore added a 
provision stating that its approv- 
al of the United Nations and the 
World Court did not apply “to 
disputes with regard to matters 
which are essentially within the 
domestic jurisdiction of the 
United States of America as de- 
termined by the United States of 
America.” Essentially, this means 
two things—that no internation- 
al body can stick its’ nose into 
purely American affairs, and that 
Americans—and Americans alorf 
—have the right to decide what 
is a domestic affair. 

Now the President says he 
wants Congress to eliminate this 
safeguard because it would “con- 
‘tribute to the greater effective. 
ness” of the World Court. fhe 
President has always had a sort 
of dreamy-eyed notion of a world 
organization that would 
peace and order in the world, so 
perhaps he is not aware of the 
great dangers involved in his

For instance, as I said, this 
World Court operates under de- 
crees of the United Nations—not 
under the Constitution of the 
United States. Our Cunstitution 
guarantees to us the right of free 
speech and free assembly. No 
court in America can deny these 
rights to Americans. But the 
World Court could, because it op- 
erates under the United Nations. 

The United Nations has some- 
thing called the “Covenant of: 
Human Rights.” This Human 
Rights decree says free speech 
or free assembly can be denied if 
it imperils something called “na- 
tional security.” So if we give up 
to the World Court the right to 
decide that a case involving the 


‘free speech of an American is 


within its jurisdiction, he could 


be hauled before a court in Gene- 
va or some place else. He would 
then be without the protection of 
the American Constitution. This 
World Court—in which commun- 
ists, socialists and fascists would 
have a say—could declare that in 
speaking his mind he was imper- 
jling “national security” and sen- 
tence him forthwith. 

Here is another example: The 
United Nations is now busy prom- 
ulgating a decree on Freedom of 
Information, which would also 
govern decisions of its World 
Court. Its preamble provides that 
news must be “accurate, objec- 
tive and comprehensive.” What 
happens to freedom of the press 
in the United States, if the World 
Court decides an American news- 
paper was not “objective?” Com- 
munist Poland, a member of the 


.United Nations, recently threw 


out a New York Times correspon- 
dent—not because he was inaccu- 
rate, but because “the Polish 
government cannot tolerate such 
probing reporting!” 

Actually, if the President has 
his way in wiping out the safe- 
guards on our participation in the 
World Court, there would be lit- 
erally no limit on subjects gov- 
erning the lives of Americans on 
which this United Nations’ agen- 
cy could rule. It could conceiv- 
ably even make rulings on the 
touchy and delicate questions of 
racial integration in the United 
States. And it would do so under 
decrees formulated by the United 
Nations, in which delegates of 
the greatest slave empire in his- 
tory have an important influence.

‘New Party’ Spokesman Advocates 
A Return To Principles In U. S. Politics 


A few weeks ago, a crowd estimat- 
ed at 1,000 and representing 34 states 
assembled in a Chicago hotel for a 
“New Party” rally sponsored by the In- 
dependent American, a newspaper 
published in New Orleans. 


Kent Courtney, publisher of the 
newspaper, gave birth to the idea of 
attempting to spark interest in crea- 
tion of a new national political party. 
The reason, he said, is that for all prac- 
tical the Republican and 
Democratic parties have merged their 
policies, ideals and goals, and the gen- 
eral elections have become more pri- 
mary affairs than elections based on 
clear-cut and. well defined issues. 

We doubt that anything great will 
come of the movement in the near 
future. It very possibly will in the 
distant future, but just how distant re- 
mains to be seen. 


We have heard considerable 
grumbling, largely from conserva- 
tives, in recent years because they 
say that they have no place to go 

to find a party representing their 

views. They cannot vote in pro- 
test to the course that the govern- 
ment is taking, because there is no 
one to turn to. 

_ Principal speaker at the New 
Party rally was Tom Anderson, pub- 
lisher of Farm and Ranch magazine 
of Nashville, Tenn. We quote a few 
excerpts from his speech: 

“Our state governments have al- 
most entirely lost their sovereigrity 


and become weak, hungry, competing 
panhandlers for the federal syndicate. 
“Here are some specific things I 
personal 

I believe that the 
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profess 
that we Can tax ourselves richer. 
“Limit the peace-time debt. If 
they can’t tax it or borrow it, they 
can’t spend it. 
“Compel an annually balanced 
budget and retire the national debt. 
“Curb the Supreme Court. 
“Drastically reduce U.S. aid to 
friendly countries and eliminate it to 
enemies and fellow traveling satellites. 
“Kill federal grants-in-aid to state 
and local governments, and subsitute, 
if need be, state grants-in-aid to the 
federal government. 

“Reverse the trend in legis- 
lative, executive and judicial 
branches of the federal govern- 
ment to take over and supplant lo- 
cal self government with a federal 
bureaucracy so vast that it is be- 
yond the understanding and 
of the people. ; 


“Protect the rights of states to run 
their own affairs. 

“Kill the social security system 
and install in its place a pay-as-you-go 
social security program. 

“Do away with the postal savings 
system. 

“Demand a return to a stable and 
sound dollar based on gold. 

“Give up our pet projects — postal 
subsidies, business subsidies, airport 
subsidies, highway subsidies, until we 
can pay as we go. 

“Do away with executive agree 
ments resulting from secret diplomacy 
and pass the original Bricker amend- 


ment. 

“Give Red China our seat in the 
United Nations. 

“Outlaw the Communist Party. 
Cut: off all trade and relations with 
Communists. 

“Kill the farm program before it 
kills us, 

“Insist that labor union monopoly 
be ended and the unions be placed 
under the same anti-trust, anti-rack- 
eteering taxpaying laws as our busi- 
nesses.” 

If you have a trace of conserva- 
tive blood in your veins, you will find 
that some of these proposals are pal- 
atable. 

Anderson believes that in order to 
win the cold war with Communism, 
we must maintain our moral superior- 


ity. As it is, he added, we are gradu- 
ally losing. 

He made a few other obser- 
vations which ring true. For in- 
starice, President Hoover's admini- 
stration spent less money for ev- 
erything than we now spend to 
pay interest on the national debt. 

“A government that is big 
enough to give you all you want,” 
Anderson declared, “is also big 
enough to take all you’ve got.” 

Anderson says that he is opposed 
to voting for the lesser of two evils. He 
urges Americans to vote for principles 
not personalities, for integrity, not sex 
appeal, for candidates’ records, not 
what is in ghost-written speeches, for. 
what a candidate does, not what he 
says. 

“Turning the clock back more 
than 2,000 years, we found that an- 
other reactionary named Plato said 
that one of the penalties for refusing 
to participate in politics is that you 
end up being governed by your infer- 
iors.

Are These Facts Coincidental? 
(Reprinted from THE INDIANPOLIS STAR) 


On Dec. 28, the seismograph at Fordham University 
in New York recorded three earth tremors at a distance 
of about 5,100 miles. The Rev. Joseph Lynch, seismol- 
Ogist at Fordham, said that they probably were on the 
Kamchatka Peninsula, part of extreme eastern Siberia 
which borders on the Bering Sea. These tremors were 
at 2:32, 2:41 and 5:23 in the morning. oe 

Less than 48 hours later, President Eisenhower an- 
nourced that this country will continue voluntary sus- 
pension of nuclear tests, but such a suspension would 
be on a day-by-day basis. If this country wants to re- 
sume testing, it will feel free to do so simply by noti- 
fying the world in general and the Communist Russians 
in particular. 

On Dec. 30, American scientists in Pasadena ad- 
mitted that they are as far away as ever in finding a 
means of detecting nuclear explosions underground and 
in space. Dr. G. W. Johnson-of the Lawrence Labora- 
tories said that no known method of detection is com- 
pletely foolproof. He did not qualify this statement in 
any way. 

In fact. Dr. Johnson said that a country which 
wanted to carry on atomic tests underground could do 
so and claim that any disturbance recorded elsewhere 
was merely the result of an earthquake. 

One other fact should be added to this highly inter- 
esting, and possibly strange series of coincidental 
events. The Kamchatka Peninsula lies north and west 
of the great circle of earthquake activity which runs 
along the eastern coast of Japan. An earthquake on this 
finger of land is not impossible, but it is not highly 
probable. 

Maps of the world drawn by specialists in earth- 
quakes—scientists named Montessus, Mallet and Milne 
—<do not include either the Kamchatka Peninsula or that 
part of Siberia bordering the Bering Sea. In fact, these 
men point out that areas around shallow seas and large 
land masses do not frequently experience earth tremors. 

There is an additional interesting fact. The Russian 
rocket range begins near the Caspian and Black Seas 
and runs northeast’ across Siberia toward the Sea of 
Ohkotsk, the Kamchatka Peninsula and the Pacific. 
Russia has conducted at least part of its nuclear tests in 
the remotenortheastern part of Siberia. The Reds have 
stationed ships in the northwestern part of the Pacific to 
check rocket performance. 

All these things may bear absolutely no relation to 
each other. The President had to make a decision on 
nuclear testing, since his own deadline had run out. 
Thousands of earth tremors are recorded each year. Sci- 

-entists have been discussing ways to detect nuclear ex- 
plosions for months. Russian rocket and atomic facil- 
ities have long since been established, if they have not 
been fully publicized. 

But suppose there is a relationship between all these 
facts. The Russians could have tested a series of nu- 
clear devices in the Kamchatka Peninsula, making the 
characteristic marks of earth tremors on the Rev. 
Lynch’s machine. They might have fired rockets onto 
targets in the remote part of that near-wilderness. They 
might have simply buried them under the carth. 

A rocket firing by the Russians over the trans-Si- 
berian range could have and should have been detected 
by American radio and radar devices in Turkey and 
Alaska. Preparations for underground tests might have 
been discovered by intelligence. Instead of “earth 
tremors,” these could have been the trade-marks of Red 
atomic tests, and President Eisenhower might have had 
such information when he reversed the decision not, 
to test any more American nuclear devices. 

This series of coincidental facts, even if merely co- 
incidental, indicates why we can put so little trust in 
self-imposed bans: on nuclear testing. They mean 
nothing, because many nuclear explosions are impos- 
sible to detect. So let us continue American nuclear 
testing so that thjs nation can be certain of meeting any 
future Red threat.

DID BANG-JENSEN 


REALLY COMMIT SUICIDE ? 
By Mary Helen Brengel 


IN MEMORIAM, 

Povl Bang-Jensen is a name we should long remember, Povl 
Bang-Jensen came to this country from Denmark, and served as 
a United Nations official for more than 10 years. He married 
an American girl, and had five children, who range in age from 
4 to 16, But all was not idyllic, because over three years ago 
Bang-Jensen was ousted from the United Nations for refusing to 
divulge the names of 81 Hungarian patriots who had furnished 
him information regarding brutal Soviet activities during the 
1956 Hungarian revolt. In exchange for this vital information, 
Bang-Jensen promised to protect the identity of these Hungarian 
patriots who had indicted the Soviet reign of terror. Because of 
his refusal to reveal these names, he was dismissed by the 
United Nations, and later found temporary employment with the 
C.A.R.E, organization, 

Just before Thanksgiving, Povl Bang-Jensen was found, in a 
wooded area near his home, a bullet through his brain, a suicide 
note in his pocket, and a revolver in his hand, 


FOUL PLAY SUSPECTED 


Since his separation from the UN, Bang-jensen had, according 
to NATIONAL REVIEW, delivered word to American authorities 
that a Soviet UN official wished to defect to the United States, 
and if granted asylum would bring important UN secret documents 
with him, This defecting Soviet UN official told Bang-jensen 
that an important member of the UN Secretariat .was part of the 
Soviet MVD secret police apparatus, A leak occurred -- the 
Russian was recalled to Moscow, and the American UN official 
was alerted, Based on these facts, Judge Robert Morris, former 
counsel of the House Un-American Activities Committee, called 
upon Néw York police to make a thorough investigation “to in- 
sure that what may appear to be suicide may actually have been 
foul play,** in the Bang-Jensen case, ° 


SKELETONS RATTLE 


The numerous questions left unanswered in connection with 
the death of this martyr, Bang-Jensen, rattle the skeletons of 
many of those who have gone down fighting the inroads of Commu- 
nism in the United States, NATIONAL REVIEW asks: Since medi- 
cal testimony established that Bang-Jensen had been dead twenty- 
four hours at most, where was he from Monday morning, when 
he was last seen, until his death on Wednesday? Since he had been 
dead for twenty-four hours when his body was discovered, how 
could he have lain, undiscovered, for that length of time, across 


a frequently-travelled path in a Queens park? Why had the police . 


made no public report of the exact results of the autopsy? Was 
there a one or two or three days* beard on his face? What had 
he eaten, and how long before death? Were the words, style, syn- 
tax, and spelling of the suicide note, which was read, but not 
shown to his wife, recognizably his? Would the police know if they 
were not? What sort of paper was the note written on? With what 
pen? Was the pen found in his pocket? What of the fact that his 
wife is convinced that he would not commit suicide, that his 
pastor felt his religious beliefs precluded suicide? What is to 
be drawn from the alleged instruction of the unseen suicide 
note that his body be immediately cremated and returned to Den- 
mark for burial, when his religion forbids cremation? Would 
not his fingers have relaxed their grip on the pistol when the 
bullet entered his brain? (Remember Gen. Walter Krivitsky? 
HUMAN EVENTS reminds us of this Soviet official who defected 
and furnished vital security information to U.S, and British 
authorities in 1940, Then Krivitsky, fearing for his life, appealed 
to American authorities for protection, Shortly thereafter he was 
found dead, The official record still reads “‘suicide,*) 


ANOTHER **SUICIDE**? 
And so again we ask: *‘Who killed Bang-Jensen?*’ The con- 
sensus seems to be that the United Nations and the United States 


government are jointly responsible. 


WHY THE UNITED NATIONS? 

Back in 1954 the Senate Committee on the Judiciary stated, 
in its conclusions regarding ‘Activities of United States Citizens 
Employed by the United Nati -- Second Report’’ (Mar. 22, 
1954), ‘‘The existence of a ‘fifth column’ in the Secretariat of 
the United Nations agencies bring into serious question the work 
of the United Nations agencies and also that of other international 
organizations,...Communists within the United Nations are under 
discipline to conform with the world pattern of Communist ac- 
tivity, in which every available type of diplomatic agency is used 
as a ‘cover shop’ for espionage aud subversion,"" 

- And Congressman Francis E, Walter, Chairman of the House 
‘Un-American Activities Committee, recommended in January 
1959, in the Committee publication ‘‘Patterns of Communist Es- 

**: “The facts brought out in this report make it crystal] 
clear that Communist embassies, consulates, U.N. delegations, 
trade and other missions have been, and are presently, used as 
legal covers for international Communist spy rings....." 


WHY THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT? 

According to “The UN Record,” by Chesly Manly: “United 
States participation in the UN could be terminated by an act of 
Congress, requiring a simple majority in each house, or a two- 
thirds majority in the event of a presidential veto."

WHAT “CIVIL RIGHTS” REALLY MEANS

A concerted drive is expected early in this session of Congress 
to discharge a Civil Rights bill from the House Rules Committee, 
where it has been bottled up since August 20th of last year.

Already a discharge petition introduced by Representative 
Emanuel Celler (D,-N,Y.) reportedly has 137 of the 219 signa- 
tures needed to pry the bill out of committee, whether the Sou- 
thern Chairman, Representative Howard Smith of Virginia, likes 
it or not!

GOVERNMENT BY PRESSURE GROUPS 

Great pressures will be exerted on all members of the Demo- 
crat and Republican parties in Congress w outdo each other 
in going on record for a “‘strong Civil Rights bill” in order 
to make a bid for the Negro block vote in this election year. 

Below you will find a brief analysis of the intent of the Civil 
Rights bill in general terms. 

All Civil Rights bills have two things in common, They attempt: 

(1) To extend the field of Civil Rights to cover schools, and 
(2) To go on record as approving the 1954 Supreme Court 
ruling on integration, thus making this unconstitutional ruling 
**the law of the land,” 

An interesting section of Eisenhower's 1959 Civil Rights bill, 
which can be expected either to be in the bill which emerges 
—_ committee, or to be reinstated inthe bill by floor amendment, 
is this: 

To prohibit any obstruction to any integra\ion plan approved 
by Federal court order, with penalties up to $10,000, and 
imprisonment up to 10 years, 

Senator Strom Thurmond, in commenting on Section 2 prohibit- 
ing “any obstruction to integration,’ stated this could refer to 
newspaper editorials critical to integration, In the opinion of 
the Senator, this would mean that critics of the Supreme Court 
will receive “less consideration than is given Communists who 
advocate violent overthrow of the government but cannot be 
convicted unless they commit an ‘overt act’, The ultimate 
effect could well be to gag the critics of the school integration 
decision, This provision is a direct violation of Article | of 
the Bill of Rights which guarantees freedom of speech, 

It can also be expected that the Civil Rights bill which emerges 
from Committee will also contain the following provision, or 
that it will be reinstated on the floor: 

To allow the U,S, Attorney General to inspect voting records, 
Congress has no Constitutional right to enact such legislation, 
Article I, Section 4 of the Constitution permits Congress to make 
or alter regulations only as to times, places, and manner of 
holding elections for Senators and Representatives. Obviously, 
this is no authority for Congress to prescribe the manner of pre- 
serving or keeping voters’ registration records, or authorizing 
the U.S, Attorney General to inspect, copy, or photograph such 
records, 
The extreme left-winger, Senator Paul Douglas of Mlinois, 
will doubtless attempt” to” include’ his: own’ pet provision ia the 
final Civil Rights bill, which is: 
To give the U.S, Attorney General power to institute law- 
suits for school integration, 

And, according to Senator Douglas*s original bill -- 
If States do not desegregate, then for the general welfare 
of the Nation, government is obligated to cause desegrega- 
tion and to enforce same by ALL DUE MEANS, 

We wonder if Senator Douglas contemplates calling out the 
troops again, as was so shamefully and unconstitutionally done 
at Little Rock! 

This power for the U.S, Attorney General to institute lawsuits 
for school integration, which Senator Douglas proposes, could: 
have all sorts of ramifications, It would make the U.S, Attorney 
General -- not the individual who feels wronged -- the primary’ 
instigator of lawsuits. The Attorney General could act without 
any individual complaint, on his own volition, He would be financed 
by virtually unlimited tax funds in a punitive expedition of liti- 
gation by which he could bankrupt and ruin any individual he 
might choose as his target, with or without a well-founded case, 
Thus would be established the seeds of a greater tyranny than 
ever before has been proposed, The power of the law could be 
perverted into an instrument of “*blackmail dictatorship.” 

The basic aim of all Civil Rights legislation is to ultimately 
place matters affecting the public school systems of this country 
directly into the hands of the Federal Government, even though, 
at present, there will be a lot of window-dressing about the 
Civil Rights bill being devoted primarily to “voting rights.” 
This is calculated deception, 

All of these Civil Rights proposals are dangerous because they 
take away rights reserved to the States under the Constitution 
and place these former State powers in the hands of the Federal 
Government, Internal conflicts should be settled through faith 
and hard work within the framework of State authority and condi- 
tions and practicalities as they actually exist, not as they might 
be fancied, The answers cannot be found by destroying the reserved 
rights of the several States and by concentrating more and more 
power in Washington, These Civil Rights bills seek w extend the 


binding force of a court decision to all persons, States, and 
subdivisions and classes of people forever, 

‘The Governor of Alabama, John Patterson, showed keen insight 
into the problem when, he stated: “Even though these bills are 
aimed at the South today, every person in the United States should 
be worried and concerned, for there is no end to these type of 
force measures once the barrier is let down, The proponents 
of these bills are today trying to ram integration of the races 
down the throats of the Southern people, but tomorrow they will 
be trying to use the same device t ram something else down the 
throats of citizens of other sections of the nation, 

“When the Federal Government arrogates unto itself powers 
such as are proposed in these bills and attempts to take away the 
rights of the citizens to manage their own lucal sclwols, every 
= in the nation suffers, and loses a little more of his

Will We Give Khrushchev 
The Tools To Bury Us?

In most of the talk one hears these days about the 

Soviet Union’s “economic offensive” and Khrushchev's 
boast that Russia will catch up with and surpass the 
United States, the line goes that the new “Seven-Year 
Plan” ig devoted to raising living standards and supply- 
ing the means for an “economic war” against thé free 
world. Soviet propaganda repeats this line daily. Ameri- 
can commentators and others repeat it as though it 
were gospel. 
_ But it isn’t. The vaunted “Seven-Year-Plan” is aimed 
in an entirely different direction. It is aimed chiefly 
at building up. the power of the Soviet military ma- 
chine. As Pravda put it last February, “The rocket 
weapons .. . give us an effective solution to strategic 
Operative as well as tactical problems on earth, sea 
and air... The Seven-Year Plan broadens and deepens 
our defense base, promises to supply our armed forces 
with new weapons and technical means in more than 
sufficient quantity. 

“Communism will become the ruling idea in the 
world in our lifetime.” 

On Feb. 20 Khrushchev said, “At present chem- 
ical products have replaced metal in many places. Re- 
cently a rocket constructor showed me a detail of a 
rocket made with plastic. Earlier this detail was made 
of metal.” The chief emphasis in the “Seven-Year Plan” 
is on chemicals, plastics and electronics. “Plastics,” 
said Khrushchev last May, “can be used even as armor 
for tanks and in the manufacture of rocket motors and 
airplanes.” And then he added, “Part of the equipment 
will have to be ordered from the capitalist countries, 
above all the United States, West Germany and Britain.” 
So, you see, Khrushchev plans to build up his military 
power by gefting the means to do so from those he 
intends to bury. He has already been partly successful. 
Britain and Sweden have sold two plastic factories 
completely equipped to the Soviet Union. No doubt 
they aré being used as pilot plants for Soviet engineers 
to copy and thus, widen Soviet industrial power. 


Khrushchev needs time to build the machine to 
destroy us. This is the reason for the “peace offensive.” 
It is the reason for the “summitry” and the softer tones 
on Berlin. It is also the reason he encourages Red China 
to keep us busy in Laos and worried about India and 
Formosa. On the one hand he makes us believe that 
he wants to “relax tensions.” -On the other he uses his 
minions in Asia to keep tensions alive and force us to 
keep spending more foreign-aid money. 

Will we give Khrushchev the tools with which to 
“bury us” as he promised? Will we keep sending mili- 
tary and other aid to Allies who are already sending 
him the factories he needs to destroy us? It is beginning 
to look as though we will. If we do, God help us on

Withholding Tax Can 


Be Repealed By 
Simple Majority Vote 





By DAN SMOOT 








Ultimately, the senseless squandering of public funds requires 
higher taxes on the people, How can you prevent rebellion against 
taxes when they reach such heights that many workers have to 
pay out more for federal taxes than for either of the three essen- 
tials of life -- food, clothing, or housing? 

Roosevelt found an answer to this baffling question too: Beardsley 
Ruml and Henry Morgenthau told him about the withholding tax: 
force a man's employer to collect the tax before the employee 
gets his salary check, This does a number of things, 


It places the stigma and the expense of tax-collecting on employ- - 


ers rather than on government; and it eliminates popular 


against high and rising taxes, because workers do not fully realize 


that taxes are high and rising, 

A man doesn"t have to save and manage so that, at the end of the 
year, he can give government 2¥%bor40}or 50% of his earnings for 
the whole year. All of that has been done by the employer, at the 
employer's expense, The average worker pays little attention to the 
federal income and social security taxes taken out of his paycheck, 
He quickly adjusts himself to the net amount he gets each payday. 
If that is not enough, he and his family resent the employer, not 
government. They do not demand lower taxes: they demand higher 
wages, 

Withholding tax can, indeed, make taxes pleasant, Internal Reve- 
nue Service schedules require employers to deduct (moreoften than 
not) more taxes than tie employee owes, At the end of the year, 
government sends the employee a rebate -- a bonus, bigger, in 
millions of cases, than any bonus the employer ever gives. Thus, 
beneficent government gives back to workers a portion of the 
money which employers took away from them! 

Of the 61 million (approximate) federal income tax returns 
filed for the year 1958, about 36 million claimed a refund from 
the government for over-payment'.,... 

Many harsh inequities result from the withholding tax system, 
It would not do -- politically -- to make wage-earners pay taxes 
as they go, while permitting self-employed persons to wait until 
the following year to pay their taxes; but there is no way to withhold 
a tax from someone who does not get wages. Solution? Make self- 
employed persons ANTICIPATE their income for the year, and 
pay their tax in ADVANCE, That’s what people who are not on 
salaries have to do, If business is better than they guessed it 
would be -- that is, if the ESTIMATED tax which they pay in ad- 
vance for a given year, turns out to be less than they finally have 
to pay for that year -- they are fined for having guessed wrong. 
If their estimate is wrong in the other direction -- that is, if 
they over-pay their tax in advance -- they merely get it back 
without interest, three or four months after the end of the year, 


Every year, thousands of small businessmen have to dig into | 


working capital (thus making growth of their business impossible, 
often making it difficult for the business even to hold its own) or 
borrow at interest to pay federal taxes on income that has not even 
been made yet, Federal taxes force many small businessmen into 
bankruptcy in years when they suffer a slumpin business -- because 
they must pay, during a year ofbusiness losses, federal taxes esti- 
mated on the basis of a previous year when there were profits. 


The number of taxpayers who are thus painfully conscious each 
year of the harshness and weight of federal taxes is, however, 
relatively small.... 


WHAT TO DO ABOUT IT 

Some employers, who bear the responsibility and expense of 
collecting the withholding tax and WI1O KNOW THAT THE GROWING 
TAX LOAD WILL ULTIMATELY CRUSH ALL VIGOR AND FREE- 
DOM OUT OF OUR ECONOMIC SYSTEM, have tried various ways 
of making their employees aware of the taxes withheld from their 
wages, 

For example, in 1957, Mr, Walter Knott, founder and owner of 
the famous Knott*s Berry Farm, Buena Park, California, began the 
practice of enclosing a letter with the W2 Form which he must send 
each employee at the end of the year, Here are excerpts from Mr. 
Knott*s letter: 

**...Your W2 Form.,,tells you the amount we have been required 

to hold out of YOUR earnings for income tax during 1957. 

This entails considerable cost, We did not ask for this job nor 

are we paid for it, nor are we even thanked for it.... 

“The amendment to the Constitution which made this tax 
possible was passed in 1913, This law was conceived in immor- 
ality because it was the plan to soakonly the rich, and there were 
only a few of them, and they had few votes, Then, the top bracket 
was only &%, but now thé top bracket takes 91% of that same rich 
man’s income, 

“But here is the joker -- when you give the politician the 
immoral privilege of taxing the rich man*s income, soon he is 
not satisfied with this and is taxing YOURS too, While this 
started out with taxing the rich #, now the lowest income 
people are paying 20%, 

“*And more than 80% of the total of this so-called ‘rich man*s 
tax’ is paid by the people whose income is under $6000 per year.

This would undeniably create chaos for the tax collectors, It 
would cut down on the government’s tax revenue; and it would 
produce millions of tax delinquents; but it would set the American 
people on the road to recapturing control of their own government, 
If, at the end of 1960, every taxpayer in America had to face the 
problem of paying the federal government the total income tax 
imposed on him that year, we would find a substantial crop of 
politicians in the next election vear campaigning on a platform to 
repeal the income tax amendment, 

We cannot restore our constitutional republic until we force 
the Federal Government to live by the Constitution, We cannot 
force it to do that until we take the excess money away from the 
Washington spenders. We cannot do that until we repeal the income 
tax amendment; and we cannot repeal the income tax amendment 
until millions of Americans become. so painfully aware of federal 
taxation that they demand repeal of the whole immoral system, 

The best way to start is to demand that Congress repeal the 
withholding tax.
